Immunization is 
necessary for 
Canada travelers 

Paople planning to travel to Canada 
should be certain they hava been Im¬ 
munized for measles as an epidemic of 
tha disease has been reported In many 
Canadian provinces, according to tha Los 
Angelas County Department of Health 
services. 

Travelers born In 1957 or later should 
ba Immunized If their medical records do 
not Indicate vaccination tor maaslas or 
physician documentation of thair having 
had tha disease. Most people born before 
1957 have already bean Infactad naturally; 
however, they should also make certain 
of their Immunization by checking their 
records. 

Infants between 6 and 11 months of 
age can ba Immunlized for tha trip with 
measles vaccine and then reimmunIzed 
at 15 months of age with measles, mumps 
and rubella (MMR) vaccines. Because vac¬ 
cination In the six to 11 months age range 
may not be effective. Department of 
Health Services staff recommends that 
parents also consider not taking young 
children Into areas with high rates Of 
measles. 

Children that are 1 year of age or 
older can be Immunized with MMR vac¬ 
cines unless they have a condition which 
has affected their Immune system or they 
have a life-threatening allergy to eggs. 

Immunity to measles, mumps and 
rubella develops 10 to 14 days following 
immunization. 

Measles is a highly contagious dis¬ 
ease. Persons Incubating the disease can 
transmit it for four days prior to the ap¬ 
pearance of the rash. The disease is 
spread via the Inhalation of virus which 
becomes airborne through the coughing 
of an Infected person.

Tips, Tales & Tantaiizers 

If you’re like me, you wake up in the 
morning, stumble to the kitchen, and with one 
eye open and one eye closed, pretending you’re 
still asleep, you pop in a mug full of water 
into the microwave, wait for it to boil and 
plunge that teaspoon into the freeze-dried coffee 
and conveniently drop it into your coffee mug. 
Ah ... instant coffee. That’s the next best 
thing to real-perked coffee. But how do they 
doit? 

Well, somewhere in a factory, while we are 
still sawing logs, thousands of pounds of coffee 
are being made especially for instant freeze 
dried coffee. One factory might brew 1800 
to 2000 pounds of coffee at once. It passes 
through tubes at a high temperature and 
high pressure. What is left is close to maple 
syrup, without the sugar. They call this liquid 
coffee liquor. 

Amazingly, coffee is dried by two ways. 
One is heat; the liquor is poured through a 
large, roundish dryer and heated to 5(X) degrees 
Fahrenheit. By the time the liquor reaches the 
bottom of the dryer, all the water has eva¬ 
porated and you have instant coffee. Or, if 
they frecze-dry it, the coffee liquor is actually 
frozen into blocks, then broken into coffee- 
ice chunks, then put into a vacuum dryer, 

Once again, the water is evaporated and you 
have freeze-dried granules of coffee. 

It sounds so simple, doesn’t it? I mean to 
those poor workers who have to get up in the 
wee hours of the morning just so they can 
make our lives more easier. I’m sure it is not 
so simple. You might think of that tomorrow 
as you stumble into the kitchen for your cup 
of instant coffee. All the time it took to make 
it, all the preparation. Oh, but, how good it is!

Recog¬ 
nition means awareness. 

“Green Card” wishes 
to make you aware of the 
essential similarity of all 
emigrants, whether deal¬ 
ing with the confusion 
and culture shock of El¬ 
lis Island or of Los An¬ 
geles. To do this, the au- ■■ 
dience is intentionally 
confused and culturally 
shocked. Information is 
offered simultaneously, 
irrelevant and personal 
questions are asked, a 
monologue uses all the 
forbidden words: kike, 
wop, nigger, etc. 

There are moments of 
power: a Mexican maid 
ponders the wonders of 
her mistress’ home, a 
group discusses torture 
while casually stuffing 
things into and pulling 
things out of a life-sized 
rag doll. 

It makes more sense 
in retrospect than at the 
time when the confusion 
is not illuminating but ir¬ 
ritating, when just as a 
subject becomes interest¬ 
ing, it is changed. It is 
repetitious and the puz¬ 
zlement becomes dim¬ 
med with impatience. 

The multi-racial cast is 
amazing, shifting from 
ethnic group to ethnic 
group with* complete 
conviction of accent and 
mannerism and the tech¬ 
nical tricks are highly 
entertaining. 

If you enjoy pulling
